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Board says ‘I don’t’to wedding venue

Diy Ridge-Mt. Zion Road will 
not be home to an outdoor event 
venue after the Grant County Board 
of Adjustments denied a conditional 
use permit allowing the business in 
an agriculture zone. 

More than 50 residents turned 
out on Monday, March 11 and 
nearly a dozen of them spoke 


against a request by Larry and Mary 
Creekmore to operate a place for 
weddings, reunions, corporate func¬ 
tions and festivals on property the 
Creekmores own at 242 Boltz Lake 
Road. 

Gailen Bridges, an attorney for 
the Creekmores, spoke on their 
behalf. He distributed several hand¬ 
outs on agritourism. 

“It’s a different way of farming 
and a different way of hanging on to 


your land,” Bridges said. “They’re 
looking for ways to make up for the 
loss of tobacco income.” 

But neighbors in the area 
expressed concerns about increased 
traffic, noise from the events, alco¬ 
hol sales or use in a dry county and 
impact on property values of sur¬ 
rounding properties. 

“It’s a narrow road,” said Bill 
Workman, a resident of Seneca 
Trail. “It’s a major consideration. 


It’s not built for commercial use and 
people who live out there under¬ 
stand that, especially after dark. If 
they’ve had two or three drinks and 
I’m not against drinking, but it may 
impair their ability to navigate that 
road.” 

The Creekmores lived on the 
property until March 15,2011 when 
a fire destroyed their home. 

After some upgrades to fencing 
and the four bams on the property, 


the Creekmores had a wedding on 
the property last fall and then a 
grand opening for LakeRidge Farms 
on Oct. 6,2012. 

Mary Creekmore said her family 
approached county officials in 
March 2012 about turning the prop¬ 
erty into an outdoor wedding venue 
and was given an OK to host 
events.

Media, public both have roles in oversight 


T he caller on the other end of the 
phone line was near exacerba¬ 
tion. He had been given the 
run-around by government officials, 
the very people he put in office to 
represent him, and his quest for an¬ 
swers was met time and again with 
roadblocks. 

I don’t recall the specifics of the 
man’s concern, or the public officials 
who he was trying to spur to action 
in a cause he passionately believed 
in that he related in the conversation 
years ago. But one thing that he said 
has stuck with me, and it is something 
that I go back to time and again when¬ 
ever someone calls with similar con¬ 
cerns. 

He told me that the paper needed 
to pursue getting the records that he 
sought and had been denied. “They 
have to give it to you,” he said. 
“You’re the newspaper.” 

I told him that government agen¬ 
cies did not have to comply with re¬ 
cord requests simply because they 
came from a newspaper, or any me¬ 
dium. We have no special right to ac¬ 
cess. In fact, public records laws, and 
well as open meetings laws, are in 
place to guarantee that any citizen has 
access to information concerning how 
their government is doing business. 

The press, over the years, has em¬ 
braced its role as the Fourth Estate. 
The First Amendment to the U.S. 
Constitution guarantees a free press, 
which means that it will not be run 
by the government, and professional 
journalists across the country have 
made careers out of serving as com¬ 
munity watchdogs over what their 
government is doing. But beyond 
the protections offered by the First 
Amendment that say the government 
cannot control the media, we operate 
under the same rules and utilize the 
same tools as are available to any av-

Today, the 
American Society 
of News Editors, Reporters Commit¬ 
tee for Freedom of the Press and other 
organizations, along with help the 
John S. and James F. Knight Founda¬ 
tion and Bloomberg FP, continue to 
promote open government through 
Sunshine Week. 

According to the Sunshine Week 
website, “Sunshine Week seeks to en¬ 
lighten and empower people to play 
an active role in their government at 
all levels, and to give them access to 
information that makes their lives bet¬ 
ter and their communities stronger.” 

To play that active role, people 
need to keep watch on their elected or 
appointed officials to ensure that they 
are operating in the best interest of the 
community. But it isn’t always easy. 

At all levels of government are of¬ 
ficials bent on locking the public out 
of the governmental process. They 
do this by holding secret meetings or 
illegally going into closed sessions 
when the topics they are discussing 
rightfully should be discussed in open 
meetings. They do it by discussing is¬ 
sues via email exchanges, or by mak¬ 
ing major decisions through similar 
private exchanges that deny the pub¬ 
lic access to their deliberative process. 
And they seek to make it difficult, if 
not impossible, for the public to track 
what they are doing by delaying or 
outright denying public records re¬ 


quests for information that, 
by law, citizens have a right 
to. 

The traditional role of 
newspapers and other types 
of media as leaders in the 
charge for open government 
is evolving with advances 
in technology. As an ex¬ 
ample, a review of the cases 
in which the Maryland’s 
Open Meetings Compli¬ 
ance Board issued opinions 
in the last fiscal year show 
an overwhelming majority 
were complaints filed by 
groups or individuals not 
associated with any media 
outlet. 

Major media outlets still 
have an advantage in being 
able to spread the word when elected 
officials act outside the parameters 
of open records or open meetings 
laws, but more and more often word 
of wrongdoing is spread by citizens 
through their own social media out¬ 
lets, such as Facebook or Twitter. 

Social media outlets can also bring 
people with common interests togeth¬ 
er more quickly then might have been 
possible in the past, shining a brighter 
light on officials’ attempts at secrecy 
and spurring communities to action. 

Increasingly, citizen activists are 
taking an interest in and learning 
about their state’s open records and 
open government laws. They are 
fighting attempts by governments to 
close off access to records or hold se¬ 
cret meetings, and they are demand¬ 
ing a higher degree of accountability 
from elected officials. 

Overseeing government at all lev¬ 
els is not a press right, it is a right of 
every citizen. And the more citizens 
exercise that right, the better our gov¬ 
ernment will become.

Hopefully, eveiyone 
realized that spring means 
setting the clocks forward, 
not backward.

I mean there’s 24 hours in 
a day, no matter how you 
divy it up. In my mind, if 
your work is impacted by 
daylight, then you simply get up ear¬ 
lier or go to bed later depending on 
what you need to do.

^managed to get through the whole season eating 
only our store of potatoes from the garden only 
^because of the generous offerings of sweet potatoes 
from two other gardeners. I love it when I can go 
from harvest to planting and still have a few potatoes 
left in storage. Home grown potatoes, even the old 
ones in their slightly shriveled state, are far superior 
than the kind that come in a plastic bag. I am really 
ready to get my hands in the soil and planting potatoes 
is just the thing to get the season rolling. 

First thing first, while I always shoot for a mid- 
March planting of selected seed potatoes we must 
consider the condition of the soil. Don’t start digging 
if the soil is too wet. Be patient and only work once 
the soil is friable. Select potato varieties that 
complement the way you cook. The most versatile 
varieties include favorites like Yukon Gold and Red 
Cloud. Both are great harvested early as “new” 
potatoes or harvested late for storage. If you have a 
history of pest problems in the potato patch then 
Island Sunshine and Prince Hairy prove most resistant; 
Elba and Butte are good mashed or baked; Caribe and 
Carola are best roasted or fried; and the fingerling 
potatoes are ideal for roasting whole. 

Potatoes will grow in most soil types; however, 
working compost into the planting furrows is 
recommended to improve drainage and provide 
additional nutrients. Composted manure will provide 
the fertilizer requirements throughout the growing 
season. During the growing season, once the stems 
and foliage have emerged you can provide additional 
nutrients to the plants by spraying liquid seaweed or 
fish emulsion. Research suggests that fish emulsion 
deters deer grazing and some 
insect problems, as well. 
Potatoes are in the nightshade 
family and therefore poisonous 
to many animals so browsing 
should not be too much of an 
issue; Colorado potato beetles 
are of more concern. 

Potato pests 

Rotating your crop is 
essential for potatoes (and 
other vegetables in the 
nightshade family, like 
tomatoes) if you want to avoid 
pest problems. For most 
gardeners it is not too much to 
ask that they hand pick pests 
on a regular basis in order to 
protect their potato crop but 
there are some biological controls (i.e. Spinosad) that 
can help offset larger infestations of potato pests. 
Using floating row covers as an insect barrier early in 
season does a world of good in terms of protecting 
plants from Colorado potato beetles, leaf hoppers and 
flea beetles. Hand-picking pests and dropping them 
into a bucket of water is a reasonable proposition, 
too. 

When you are ready to plant cut the seed potatoes 
into sections, making sure that each section has two or 
three healthy buds or “eyes”. These eyes become the 
roots and stems of the tuber. You can usually get four 
good pieces from each seed potato. On average five 
pounds of seed potato will plant out a 50-foot row. 
Plant your seed potatoes in furrows, about 12 inches 
apart and about three to five inches deep, shallow for 
fast emergence deeper for less hilling duty. A long thin 
furrow makes it easier to harvest later in the summer. 

I plant deeply when the spring warm up has been 
brisk and shallower when there is still a chill to the 
soil. A couple of weeks after the foliage has emerged 
start hilling soil around the stem to protect the 
developing tubers. I always plant on the deep side so 
I don’t have to hill the plants as much. 

Once the seed potatoes are planted mulch them to 
moderate soil moisture, control weeds and to further 
protect the developing tubers from sun exposure. If 
the tubers are exposed to direct sunlight they turn 
green and take on a slight toxicity (they won’t kill 
you, though.) 

You can harvest small potatoes (called “new” 
potatoes) after the plants have finished blooming in 
the summer but for larger potatoes suitable for storage 
allow plants to reach maturity. Harvest potatoes for 
storage about three weeks after the tops of the plants 
have completely died back. Rub off excess dirt and 
cure your potatoes in a ventilated and shaded (don’t 
leave them in the sun) area for a couple of weeks 
before storing indoors (for successful, long storage 
you must allow the tops to die back and you must air 
cure them!) Rinse any excess dirt from the potato 
prior to storage to prevent desiccation and do not store 
in the refrigerator.

Grant staff ‘adopts’ juniors for ACT test

The ACT test is a big deal and 
not just for high school students 
planning to go to college. 

Since 2008, the ACT is given 
to all juniors in Kentucky. How 
well a student does on the ACT 
determines senior-year classes, 
co-op opportunities, and “Col¬ 
lege and Career Readiness.” 

All juniors in Kentucky took 
the ACT on Tuesday, March 5, 
but preparations to make it a 
special event began weeks ago. 

Becky Boden, assessment 
coordinator/technology integra¬ 
tion specialist for Grant County 
schools, took on the task of plan¬ 
ning a special day for the juniors 
at Grant County High School, to 
make them aware of the impor¬ 
tance of doing well on the ACT. 

Students were visited by Bil¬ 
ly Sarge, assistant admissions 
director at Thomas More Col¬ 
lege, on Feb. 20. He discussed 
the importance of each student 
trying their best on the test. 

ACT Test Day began early for 
GCHS juniors. At 6:30 a.m. they 
were treated to breakfast with 
donations from Grant County 
Foods, Wal-Mart, McDonalds 
and Cracker Barrel. 

Following the breakfast, the 
students boarded busses bound 
for Thomas More College, 
where they were able to take the 
test in a college setting. 

Each junior at GCHS was 
“adopted” by a Grant County 
school district employee for the 
day. Teachers, bus drivers, food 
service workers, secretaries, 
assistants, custodians, coaches, 
etc. provided each student with a 
personal note of encouragement. 
The staff also paid for their ad¬ 
opted student’s lunch at TMC. 

Andy Jones, a math teacher at 
GCHS, adopted Brittany Brock. 
Jones said he believed the per¬ 
sonal connection with the stu¬ 
dents was meaningful. 

“The kids came back glow¬ 
ing about how awesome the

day was. The food, notes, be¬ 
ing able to test off campus, then 
not having to worry about class 
work when they returned, brain 
drained from testing, all meant a 
lot more to the kids. I was happy 
to be part of it,” Jones said. 

“The notes made it personal. 
Mr. Jonesi note reminded me it 
was a celebration of my knowl¬ 
edge. It was not just a test that 
reflected on the school, it was a 
reflection of me as well,” said 
Brock. 

Some staff adopted students 
they didn’t know, while others 
adopted students they knew, 
even from elementary school. 

Patty Nicholson, a second 
grade teacher at Dry Ridge El¬ 
ementary, adopted Andy Engle, 
a student she taught years ago. 

“My note let me know that 
even my teachers from elemen¬ 
tary school still cared. I guess 
you never get too old for them 
to still care about you,” Engle 
said. 

The DRE cafeteria staff each 
adopted a student. 

“The whole idea was awe¬ 
some,” said Diane Reed. “It let 
our students know that we are 
rooting for their success and re¬ 
inforced the importance of the 
ACT.” 

Kenneth Taylor, a U.S. his¬ 
tory teacher at GCHS, knew he 
wanted to adopt Morgan Spann 
because of the positive student/- 
teacher relationship theyive de¬ 
veloped this school year. 

“Morgan is a bright student 
with distinct career goals and 
she comes into my classroom 


and works very hard 
on her class work 
and assignments. 

Morgan and I joke 
with each other a 
great deal and she 
regularly says I am 
a ‘mean’ teacher and 
her ‘least favorite,”’ 

Taylor said. 

Taylor wrote a 
note to Spann and 
didnit know until 
later that she posted 
about him on Twit¬ 
ter. 

Spann tweeted, il 
most definitely have 
the best teacher ever. 

Mr. Taylor adopted 
me for the ACT and 
wrote the best note 
live ever gotten from 
a teacher.i 

Taylor said Span- 
ms words were some 
of the most gratify¬ 
ing of his career. 

“In the day-to-day 
grind of an educator, 
one can get a little 
bogged down with 
all of the things that 
go into the profession. While my 
passion for teaching has never 
waned, seeing this post on that 
day made me feel extremely 
good about myself, my career 
choice and the impact I was 
having on the lives of some of 
the students that come into my 
classroom. The level of my ap¬ 
preciation for this little positive 
note cannot be put into words,” 
Taylor said.

intervention classes during their 
senior year or have to take re¬ 
medial classes in college, which 
cost the student, but donit count 
for college credit.. 

Benchmarks include: English 
(18); math (19); reading (20); 
and science. 

Students who score well on 
the ACT are also eligible for 
scholarships. 


Students can take the ACT 
up to 12 times, but the March 
5 testing date is the only time it 
will be provided at no cost to the 
student. 

The students spent the next 
three and a half hours taking 
timed exams in English, math, 
reading and science. 

Students who do not score at 
or above the state and national 
benchmarks in these content 


Williamstown begins prep for 
ACT in September 


Juniors at Williamstown High 
School prepared for the ACT for 
months before taking the test for 
real March 5. 

The district began by giving all 
juniors a practice/mock ACT on 
Sept. 19. 

The results of the practice test 
were analyzed and disaggregated, 
and individual RTI programs were 
developed for each student who 
fell below benchmarks in any of 
the four subject areas. 

WHS guidance counselor Brand 
Feagan then met with all students 
in small groups in the fall to dis¬ 
cuss the areas of improvement 
needed to meet benchmarks. 

To further prepare, the district 
purchased Shmoop, an online pro¬ 
gram that provides test prep for the 


ACT, among a multitude of other 
curricular resources. 

Students also were encouraged 
to take the test on their own time, 
and tests were analyzed as the 
scores arrived in the guidance of¬ 
fice. 

Juniors met individually with 
the counselor in January to discuss 
further needs and to arrange for 
the students to participate in ACT 
workshops. 

Deana Cummins, WHS math 
and college prep skills instructor, 
held four after school workshops, 
two in January and two in Febru¬ 
ary, to help students prepare. 

The day of the test, the district 
provided students with breakfast 
and a snack, and bused them to 
Dry Ridge for lunch.

On Oct. 19, 2012 Grant 
County Judge-Executive Darrell 
Link signed an application for a 
text amendment to the county’s 
zoning ordinance for outdoor 
recreation for social events and 
other gatherings excluding any 
commercial activity (such as 
flea markets or craft fairs). 

Residents questioned whether 
the Creekmores had gotten the 
proper permits for the property 
after Creekmore filed a condi¬ 
tional use permit to an outdoor 
event venue in an Agriculture-1 
zone in November 2012. 

A hearing was scheduled in 
December but later cancelled. 
Grant County Attorney Joe 
Taylor wrote the Creekmores a 
letter telling them to stop host¬ 
ing events on the property until 
they had a hearing before the 
board of adjustments. 

Bridges explained that the 
outdoor event venue wouldn’t 
impact neighbors and traffic 
generated would be minimal. 

Bridges said the only traffic 


count the Creekmores found was 
for Warsaw Road from 2003. 

“It was 7,000,” Bridges said. 

“They come in in a short 
period and disburse in a short 
period,” he said of guests at the 
farm. 

The venue would have been 
limited to 125 vehicles per 
event. 

“That’s the limit of what they 
can have there. No more than 
250 people .Any more than that 
would be turned away and the 
road would be blocked,” Bridges 
said. 

“The Creekmores want to do 
something positive for the com¬ 
munity, maybe a fall festival or 
pumpkin carving. They didn’t 
just go out wily nily and just 
decide to do this,” he said. 

Wade Gutman, chairman of 
the Grant County Board of 
Adjustments, assured residents 
that if the board approved the 
Creekmore’s request, it was his 
opinion that there would be 
many stipulations placed on the 
property. 

“We don’t have any control 


over what she’s done already,” 
Gutman said. “And a conditional 
use permit can be revoked as 
well as it could be granted.” 

Area residents maintained 
their opposition to the project. 

After Kenny Marhoffer, a 
resident of Cherokee Trail, 
spoke, the audience broke out 
into applause. 

Marhoffer brought up con¬ 
cerns about adequate parking, 
restrooms to serve the facility 
and whether the barns used for 
the events had been inspected 
for adequate entrances/exits. 

“Anyone that lives in that 
area knows that the road doesn’t 


have a stripe on it and the sides 
are thin and this is just the 
beginning. We don’t have a con¬ 
ceptual plan, so we don’t know 
what we’re getting into,” 
Marhoffer said. 

Dan Waller, a resident of Dry 
Ridge-Mt. Zion Road, agreed. 

“I moved to Grant County to 
live in the country in a nice, 
quiet place. Everything around 
them is residential and I want it 
to stay residential. I call it aggra¬ 
vating, not agriculture. I’m 
totally against it. I don’t want a 
party out there for anything,” 
Waller said. 

Kelly O’ Connor, also a resi¬ 


dent of Dry Ridge-Mt. Zion 
Road who owns property adja¬ 
cent to the Creekmores’ land, 
presented the board with a peti¬ 
tion of more than 80 signatures 
against the zone change. 

“Some of the arguments 
brought up were valid. There’s 
no traffic study, or site plan or 
schematic. I make the motion it 
might be denied,” said Greg 
Powell, co-chairman of the 
board of adjustments. 

The board, consisting of 
Gutman, Powell, Sam McComas, 
John Malone and Gerald 
Bowling, voted unanimously to 
deny the conditional use permit. 

Creekmore asked about 
events she had already booked 
at the property for later this 
year. 

“How you can schedule 
things before you even apply for 
a permit is beyond my realm of 
thinking anyway. I’d say you’re 
on your own to find a place to 
reschedule. Certainly it wasn’t 
this board that agreed to it and 
this is where you get the per¬ 
mit,” Gutman said.

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Dropout age could increase from 16 to 18

Legislation headed to Gov. 
Steve Beshear for his signature 
could make it easier to make 
sure students stay in school. 

School districts in Kentucky 
will be allowed to raise the 
minimum dropout age for their 
students under Senate Bill 97, 
which cleared the General As¬ 
sembly on March 11. 

The bill, sponsored by Sen. 
David Givens, R-Greensburg, 
will allow local school districts 
across the state to increase the 
compulsory attendance age to 
18 for their students beginning 
in the 2015 school year. 

Currently, Kentucky students 
may drop out of high school at 
the age of 16. 

The bill was approved 33-5 
by the Senate and now goes to 
the governor for his consider¬ 
ation. 

The Senate agreed to a 
change to the bill made by the 
House of Representatives to 
require the increased compul¬ 
sory attendance age to become 
mandatory statewide four years 
after 55 percent of Kentucky 
school districts have adopted 
the change. 

“Philosophically, every edu¬ 
cator in the Commonwealth is 
for graduating 100 percent of 


the students college and ca¬ 
reer ready,” said Grant County 
Schools Superintendent Ron 
Livingood. “However, raising 
the dropout age does not make 
this magically happen. It is dif¬ 
ficult to motivate 16-18-year- 
old kids who have become dis¬ 
engaged with school and life in 
general. Finding programs and 
resources to engage these kids 
in a creative innovative way 
takes resources.” 

Williamstown Independent 
Superintendent Sally Skinner 
agrees. 

“We want all our students 
to graduate college and career 
ready,” she said. “However, 
the reality is there are students 
within the age range of 16-18 
who enroll from within Ken¬ 
tucky or from out of state, who 
are terribly short of credits due 
to a variety of reasons. We are 
currently using credit recovery 
software, providing after school 
services, counseling, outside 
resources and anything else 
we can use to make progress 
towards graduation require¬ 
ments.” 

Prior to raising the dropout 
age, the bill will require schools 
to have programs and resourc¬ 
es in place for students at-risk 
for not completing their high 
school education. 

School districts would also 


be required to apply to and re¬ 
ceive approval from the Ken¬ 
tucky Department of Educa¬ 
tion. 

Skinner said she was im¬ 
pressed that the legislation 
provided flexibility for school 
boards allowing them the time 
they may need to get appropri¬ 
ate programs in place. 

“Unfortunately, additional 
funding was not attached to 
this legislation so in essence it 
is another unfunded mandate,” 
she said. 

At this point, Livingood said 
he does not see Grant County 
Schools applying to raise the 
dropout age without additional 
resources to meet the needs of 
the students and families in¬ 
volved. 

“Grant County will have less 
in resources financially next 
year than this year,” he said. 
“We are looking at reductions 
in some areas. Systemically, we 
are creatively and aggressively 
using the Career and Technical 
Center to keep kids engaged 
with school. We will continue 
to build partnerships with the 
community and parents to keep 
kids engaged in school.” 

Skinner said Williamstown 
will eventually apply to increase 
the dropout age, but will wait to 
further research new legislation 
that deals with a waiver process 


for districts who might be look¬ 
ing into new ways to document 
what a student knows. 

“Putting it off will give us the 
time we need to try and locate 
additional resources necessary 
to provide the kinds of intensive 
personalized interventions nec¬ 
essary for success with older at- 
risk students,” she said. 

Meeting the letter of the law 
would simply force disengaged 
kids to stay in a building two 
more years, said Livingood. 

He added that the spirit of 
the law is to work early in the 
lives of kids and provide hope 
and resources to establish indi¬ 
vidualized goals. 

“I guess I am concerned 
about the mindset in Frankfort 
of mandate driven, top-down 
decision making,” Livingood 
said. “Our local board and most 
Kentucky boards of education 
want to graduate all of the stu¬ 
dents successfully. If it could be 
done by a legislative decision, 
I would support it 100 percent. 
However, something this im¬ 
portant takes a committed effort 
on the part of every citizen and 
every community group. Our 
society as a whole in the Com¬ 
monwealth should tackle this 
problem together. We presently 
are getting increased mandates 
and less resources to make the 
mandates come into fruition.”
